Kennamer, whose 
j father is Franklin E. Kennamer of 
the federal court here, w^ould say 
j only that the shooting of the 23- 
year-old dental student was an act 
of self-preservation. 
He declined to 
amplify this, saying only that the 
story w’ould b e told “at the proper 
time” in court. 
Behind the known facts of the 
case 
are 
conflicting 
stories 
of 
friends and companions of the two 
young men. 
Some of the stories 
told to W. F. Gilmer Jr., assistant 
prosecutor, are characterized as “al­ 
most unb elievab le.” 
“Pm afraid some of these young­ 
sters have let their imaginations 
get the b etter of them,” Gilmer said. 
Among the stories heard is one 
that there existed among the social­ 
ly and financially prominent young­ 
er set a clique that plotted kid­ 
naping, 
extortion 
and 
rob b ery, 
either for the money that crime 
might b ring them or for the “thrill”

deeds.

The 
self-defense 
explanation 
of 
young Kennamer failed to find re­ 
sponse from Henry B. Maddux, po­ 
lice criminologist. 
He said, crypti­ 
cally: 
“I b elieve the slaying was the 
result of a disagreement b etween 
two parties as to how' to carry out 
a plan.” 
Maddux did not amplify this state­ 
ment. 
Kennamer surrendered Saturday, 
explaining that immediately follow­ 
ing the shooting he had b een too 
shaken to know just what to do. 
Tw'o b ullets w'ere fired into Gor- 
rell’s head from his own pistol. 
The weapon w'as wiped clean of 
fingerprints 
and 
returned 
to 
its 
holster. 
Miss Doris Rogers of Pittsb urg, 
Kansas, the fiance of young Gorrell, 
spent 
nearly 
half an 
hour with 
Kennamer in his cell yesterday. 
“Phil.” she said, in a low voice, 
“I know you loved John, too. Why 
did you do it? 
Whom are you 
trying to shield?” 
The officials did not give Ken- 
r.ainer's answer. 
Among those questioned b y the 
prosecutors was Floyd J. Huff, Kan­ 
sas City airplane pilot, who said 
that Kennamer had detailed, more 
than a week in advance, almost the 
exact manner in which young Gor- 
rel would meet his death.

CHICAGO, Dec. 3.—Martin InsulL 
65 year old b rother of Samuel In- 
sull, who was acquitted with his 
son and 15 others recently charged 
W'ith the emb ezzlement of $344,729 
from the Middle West Utilities Cor­ 
poration, went on trial today b efore 
Judge Cornelius J. Harrington in 
criminal court. 
Selection of a Jury was postponed 
until tomorrow 
b y agreement of 
attorneys. 
The money, the state charged, 
was used to b olster some of his 
personal b rokerage accounts in 1932. 
The 
acquittal 
in 
his 
b rother’s 
case 
has 
caused 
Martin 
InsuU’s 
counsel to express the opinion that 
he, too, w'ill b e freed. 
Confident of a contrary result 
were State's Attorney Thomas J. 
Courtney and his assistants John 
O’Hara and Earle C. Hurley. 
“If w'e didn’t have what wo con­ 
sidered evidence necessary for con­ 
viction we wouldn’t b e going Into 
court,” 
O’Hara 
said 
tonight. 
He 
will b e in active charge of the 
state’s first salvo against Insull. 
State’s Attorney Courtney also ex­ 
pressed conviction that the state 
had a good case against the silver- 
haired 
Insull, 
pointing 
out 
that 
while some of the evidence in the 
case would b e the same as that pre­ 
sented in the mail fraud case, the 
major portion of the testimony and 
records w'ould take a different line. 
Martin Insull was not a defend­ 
ant in the mail fraud case, nor will 
he b e in the federal case of con­ 
spiracy to conceal assets still pend­ 
ing against his b rother if it comes 
to trial. The terms of Martin’s ex­ 
tradition prevented a trial on fed­ 
eral charges. 
A state emb ezzlement charge also 
is pending against the elder Insull 
b ut it W'ill not come up until in 
January. 
He left Chicago Septemb er, 1932 
and some time later was discover­ 
ed living in a small b oarding house 
in Orillia, Canada. A heated fight 
against extradition ensued after the 
emb ezzlement 
indictment 
was 
re­ 
turned on Octob er 4, 1932. 
It W'as not until March 28, 1934, 
that Martin Insull was returned to 
Chicago 
and 
released 
on 
b ond. 
Since his release he has b een at the 
home of a daughter in Moroco, Ind.
